WASHINGTON, October 26.—Heavy fighting on the 
Verdun front is described in General Pershing’s commun- 
ique for Friday. Strong enemy counter attacks east of 
the Meuse were repulsed everywhere except in BeUeau 
wood where four successive assaults forced a partial 
American withdrawal. West of the Meuse American lines 
were further extended in the face of determined resist­ 
ance.

LONDON, October 26.—The Turkish minister to 
Switzerland has handed the British and French ministers 
to that country an offer of peace virtually amounting to a 
surrender, according to a Berne dispatch to the Daily 
Mail. 
Fair Progress in Belgium. 
LONDON, October 26.—Operations continue to devel­ 
op fayorably in Belgium according to the official state­ 
ment issued tonight. The French have occupied Zulte in 
spite of desperate resistance while the British have occu­ 
pied the villages of Ingoysheim and Octeghem and are ad­ 
vancing on the Scheldt river. 
French Gain Two Miles. 
PARIS, October 26.—On the Serre front southeast of 
Marie, the French have captured the village of Mortiers 
afterviolent fighting, the war office announces. Between 
the Oise and the Serre, the French maintain contact with 
the enemy. Between Sissone and Chateau Porcien the 
French, breaking through enemy resistance, carried the 
line forward on a four and a half mile front to a two mile 
depth through German positions prepared in 1917.

A Message For Presbyterians. 
We are still under quarantine be­ 
cause of the epidemic of 
influenza 
raging in our midst and throughout 
the entire country; we are deeply 
grateful, however, for the encourag­ 
ing reports which come from practi­ 
cally every section showing marked 
improvement in the conditions. We 
hope soon to be able to resume our 
services with the scourge destroyed. 
These ought to be times of turning 
to God since He always “is our ref­ 
uge and strength, a very present help 
in trouble.” 
May I suggest that we think about 
God’s quarantine? 
It is found in 
Proverbs 4:14-15: “Enter not into 
the path of the wicked, and go not 
in the way of evil men. Avoid it, pass 
not by it, turn from it, and pass 
away.” This is being applied to the 
scourge of influenza and the results 
are gratifying, indeed. In Ecclesiastes 
12:13 Solomon admonishes us to use 
a splendid remedy as convalescents: 
“Fear God and keep his command­ 
ments, for this is the whole duty of 
man.” Of course we have previously 
used the medicines prescribed by the 
Great Physician when, 
having 
de­ 
clined to observe the quarantine, we 
have contracted 
the 
“disease” ; I 
John 1:9 gives the effectual remedy 
for the trouble in “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for­ 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all 
unrighteousness.” 
Also, 
there is guarantee against recurrent 
attacks (which is not to be found 
with influenza) and in verse 7 of the 
same chapter quoted it is given as 
“If we walk in the light, as he is in 
the l’ght, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin.”
